Uncle Sam Sues 
Parkbelt, Inc. 

The Federal Government is suing 
Parkbelt Homes, Inc., for taxes. 
The case was scheduled to open in 
the U. S. District Court in Balti¬ 
more on Tuesday, accordirff? to. 
PHA Manager Charles M. Cor- 
mack. 

Parkbelt Homes, Inc., is a group 
of ten individual homes located on 
Forestway within Greenbelt. Al¬ 
though they are independently 
owned and operated, they are 
built on land leased from PHA 
and so fall within town jurisdic¬ 
tion. Parkbelt’s town and county 
taxes are included in the “pay¬ 
ment in lieu of taxes” made by 
PHA to the town of Greenbelt and 
Prince Georges County in behalf 
of Greenbelt. Parkbel! Homes is 
then obligated, according to its 
1938 contract, to reimburse the 
Federal Government for its taxes. 
The present dispute is basically a 
matter of determination of the 
amount of taxes due to the gov¬ 
ernment. 

Among Greenbelters subpoenaed 
to appear before the court in Bal¬ 
timore are Mr. Cormack, Town 
Manager James T. Gobbel, Mayor 
Thomas Canning and Police Chief 
George Panagoulis. 

Mr. Cormack commented that 
the government is in no danger of 
losing its money, since Parkbelt 
Homes has sufficient funds to 
cover the deficit on deposit with 
Reconstruction Finance Corpora¬ 
tion. 


Red Cross Opens 
Drive For $1000 

The quota set fpr the Red Cross 
drive in Greenbelt this year is 
$1000, Mrs. Ralph N. Neumann, 
chairman of the drive, announced 
this week. The two-hundred- 
dollar increase over last year’s 
quota is attributed to the new 
National Blood Program now be¬ 
ing set up by the Red Cross, which 
will ultimately make whole blood 
and blood derivatives available 
through physicians and hospitals 
to the nation’s entire population. 

The program will take a number 
of years to. develop to a point 
where it can procure the estimated 
3,700,000 pints of blood now need¬ 
ed annually. 

Publicity for the drive will be 
directed by Mrs. O. M. Slye, Mrs. 
Neumann announced, and block 
captains have been appointed for 
each area. These captains will 
appoint workers to cover each 
home in Greenbelt.

In reply to Greenbelt Mutual 
Home Ownership Corporation’s ap¬ 
plication for the purchase of 
Greenbelt, a letter received this 
week from Public Housing Ad¬ 
ministration expressed doubt of 
the legality of selling the original 
Greenbelt property except on a 
competitive bid basis. An opinion 
was prepared by GMHOC attor¬ 
neys to the effect that the Federal 
Emergency Relief Act of 1935, un¬ 
der which the original Greenbelt 
was constructed, did give PHA au¬ 
thority, by delegation from the 
president, to conduct a negotiated 
sale of the property. 

GMHOC attorneys stated that 
precedent could be cited of sale of 
housing built under the same Act 
without advertising or competitive 
bids, and emphasized that original 
Greenbelt was constructed for the 
benefit otf the residents, and not for 
resale to investors. 

Opposes Speculation 

Congressman Landale G. Sasscer 
on Wednesday told a delegation of 
Greenbelt citizens—Dr. James W. 
McCarl, Francis J. Lastner and 
Sherrod East—that he thought 


the Government should hold Green¬ 
belt, but since it is to be sold, he 
is opposed to its sale to investors 
and speculators. He added that 
he would support the proposals of 
GMHOC that the property be sold 
at fixed prices, based on long-time 
value and use. 

Mayor Thomas J. Canning, in 
collaboration with members of 
Council, voiced full support of 
GMHOC in a letter to Joseph C. 
Gray, PHA Area Director. The 
letter said in part: “GMHOC, rep¬ 
resenting as it does a substantial 
majority of those residents who 
might want to purchase when the 
property is sold . . . we feel is the 
appropriate agency to conduct all 
negotiations in connection with 
the sale which do not come within 
the purview of municipal responsi¬ 
bilities . . .” 

Michael Salzman, GMHOC presi¬ 
dent, expressed confidence that 
agreement could be reached on 
legal procedure to permit PHA to 
acept GMHOC proposals to pur¬ 
chase at fixed prices. Initial re¬ 
ports of the final membership 
drive, he said, were encouraging. 


GHA Carries On 

The board of directors of the 
Greenbelt Health Association an¬ 
nounced at a membership meeting 
last night that increased enroll¬ 
ment of new members and certain 
office economies will enable the 
Association to continue operating 
temporarily, despite the serious 
financial difficulties it has been fac¬ 
ing. Ruth Bowman, president, 
urged all members to redoube 
their efforts so that the goal of 
130 new members can be attained 
and the Association put on a solid 
financial basis. 

Benjamin Rosenzweig was re¬ 
elected, and Thomas Dolgoff and 
Ernest Weiss were elected, to the 
board. 


Apply For Gardens 
Now, Says Ryerse 

Application blanks for garden 
space have been mailed by the 
PHA management office to resi¬ 
dents who had plots assigned dur¬ 
ing 1947, according to Fred Ryerse, 
administrative assistant to PHA 
manager Charles Carmack. 

In a statement to the Coopera¬ 
tor, Mr. Ryerse announced that, in 
the assignment of gardens, prefer¬ 
ence will be given as far as pos¬ 
sible to those residents who culti¬ 
vated a plot last year and want 
the same space for the coming 

year. Applications received from 
residents who did not have gar¬ 
dens last year will be dated, time 
of receipt stamped upon them at 
the PHA office, and assignment 

will be made in the order of their 
receipt. 

Those interested in garden plots 
for 1948 may obtain applications 
from the switchboard operator at 
the management office over the 
variety store, ox by telephoning 
Greenbelt 2031, through Friday, 

March 19. 

Assignments of garden plots 
will be made during the week of 
March 22 through 26, and appli¬ 
cants will be notified by mail of 
their assignments. 

Mr. Ryerse also stated that per¬ 
sons who took over gardens last 
season from residents who moved 
from the project should apply 
promptly for the space if they de¬ 
sire to continue its use. Unless 

the transfer was officially ap¬ 
proved by the PHA office last sea¬ 
son, it is Impossible to grant pref¬ 
erence for space registered in the 
former tenant’s name. 

All matters in connection with 
changes of assignments, location of 
plots, and administration of the 
gardens will be handled at the 
management office by Mr. Ryerse. 


16 Attend Forum 
Of Citizens Assn. 

Sixteen Greenbelt residents at¬ 
tended the Citizens Association 
meeting at the North End School 
last Monday night to hear a 
round-table discussion on “Does 
Greenbelt Want Private Enter¬ 
prise?” Mrs. Margaret Carmody, 
president of the Association, acted 
as moderator. Speakers on the 
issue included Ben Rosenzweig, 
Walter Bierwagen, George Bauer 
and Alfred Sansone. 

Mr. Rosenzweig opened the dis¬ 
cussion by saying that Greenbelt 
was originally planned for expan¬ 
sion and that four other business 
centers were included in that plan. 
He stated that it is apparently in¬ 
tended to offer these centers at 
open bidding, and they would not 
necessarily be run by Greenbelt 
Consumer Services. 

Mr. Bauer presented a nine- 
point statement of his reasons for 
believing that Greenbelt needs 
profit enterprise. He stated that 
he is not opposed to cooperatives, 
but believes that profit enterprise 
in Greenbelt would stimulate GCS 
to give better service. 

A resolution stating that Green¬ 
belt needs profit enterprise for a 
better Co-op was adopted at the 
meeting. Several persons present 
did not participate in the voting.

Mayor Releases 
Majority Report 
Of Investigators 

Allegations against Public Safety 
Director George Panagoulis were 
not borne out in testimony, ac¬ 
cording to a statement given the 
Cooperator Wednesday night by 
Mayor Thomas J. Canning. He 
added, however, that it was felt 
that perhaps Panagoulis “did not 
exercise the best judgment in 
some instances.” 

The long-awaited report of the 
committee appointed by the town 
council last fall to investigate 
charges against the safety director 
and Town Manager James T. Gob¬ 
bel was signed by six of the nine- 
member committee. Regarding 
1947 salary over-payments to Gob¬ 
bel and other administration offi¬ 
cials, claimed by Town Treasurer 
Mabel L. Kandler at the last min¬ 
ute of the 1947 town council elec¬ 
tions, the report contained the 
following conclusions: Mrs. Kand¬ 
ler, according to the Charter, 
should have consulted the Town 
Solicitor; the Charter, however, is 
ambiguous, and in another section 
directs employees to consult and 
take orders only from the Town 
Manager; the Charter requires 
the town manager to submit an 
ordinance to council to legalize 
budgetary salary changes he rec¬ 
ommends, which he failed to do on 
salary reductions from 1946 to 
1947; the council is responsible for 
seeing that an ordinance is passed, 
which it neglected to do. 

Charges by former police officer 
John E. Belton that he was im¬ 
properly discharged x'rom the 
police force were not acted upon 
by the committee, because the 
same charges were before the cir¬ 
cuit court of Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty, which court subsequently dis¬ 
missed the charges. 

The report, according to Mr. 
Canning, covered all other mat¬ 
ters on which oral testimony was 
heard The full report will be dis¬ 
cussed at the reguar town council 
meeting Monday, March 15. 

Police To Enforce 
Traffic Rules 

A drive to enforce traffic regula¬ 
tions in Greenbelt has been start¬ 
ed by the police, according to 
George Panagoulis, public safety 
director. Motorists were warned 
that all local traffic rules will be 
strictly enforced. Particular atten¬ 
tion will be given to: 

—Playing in garages. Parents 
will be held responsible for dam¬ 
age done by children to cars. 

—Parking in restricted areas, 
including parking behind the food 
store, in front of fuel oil signs, 
closer than 25 feet to a crosswalk, 
at the bus station, and double 
parking in the center. 

—Speeding and stop signs. 

County PTA Heads 
Push Kindergarten 

At a regular meeting of the 
Prince Georges County Council of 
PTA’s held at the Lanham Ele¬ 
mentary school on Thursday, 
March 6, unariimous approval and 
support was voted for the mass 
x-ray program scheduled to begin 
in the county on March 15. 

The Laurel PTA proposed that 
all PTA’s in the county go on rec¬ 
ord as endorsing a public kinder¬ 
garten for all public schools in the 
county. This was approved unani¬ 
mously. According to Mrs. Wells 
Harrington, there is no hope that 
funds will, be allocated for the 
coming year. However, the pur¬ 
pose of the proposal was to en¬ 
sure that in future budgets, a kin¬ 
dergarten fund would be pro¬ 
vided.

Officials Discuss 
Development 

Town and PHA officials met last 
Saturday afternoon to discuss 
tentative plans for the ultimate 
method of developing Greenbelt, 
according to town manager James 
T. Gobbel. Immediate purpose of 
the conference is the enactment of 
a zoning ordinance by the town in 
the near future. 

Original plans for the develop¬ 
ment of Greenbelt were designed 
by PHA town planner Hale 
Walker. Since then, Mr. Walker 
and Fred Tuemmler of the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission have been 
cooperating with town officials. 

Present at the meeting were 
PHA manager Charles M. Cor¬ 
mack, Hale Walker, Joseph C. 
Gray, area director of the regional 
office of PHA, R. J. Wadsworth, 
Mayor Thomas Canning, Mr. Gob¬ 
bel and members of the town 
council. 

Mr. Gobbel also announced that 
there is hope that PHA may decide 
to do some needed major repair 
work on the roads leading out of 
Greenbelt. While these roads are 
now town-iYiaintained, town funds 
are quite inadequate to do the re¬ 
building job. Mr. Gray and Mr. 
Gobbel also discussed the possi¬ 
bility of the State of Maryland 
taking over that section of the 
Greenbelt road from the Greenbelt 
side of the airport to the high 
school, as well as the road leading 
from the “lake” road to Beltsville.

Town Crews Finish 
Repairs On Roads 

Town maintenance crews are 
finishing a major repair job on 
South way, according to Town 
Manager James T. Gobbel. Sub- 

rreezmg\veathefrSrover TTiree 
weeks has caused serious damage 
to that highway as well as to the 
“lake road.” It was necessary to 
dig out about 150 feet of South¬ 
way. 

Mr. Gobbel explained that the 
long spell of cold weather resulted 
in a freezing of the ground below 
the normal frost line. The thaw 
and re-freeze that followed dam¬ 
aged the surface of the road so 
that heavy traffic and tire chains 
easily left deep holes in the road’s 
surface. Mr. Gobbel added that 
crews repairing the damage have 
put in 14 to 18 inches of” gravel 
and stone, 8 inches of poured con¬ 
crete and 3 of blacktop. 

Lake Road Next 

Next in line for a repair job is 
the lake road. Roads within 
Greenbelt proper, particularly in 
old Greenbelt where the original 
roads had a good base, need only 
“spot” patching. Mr. Gobbel 
pointed out that Southway, the 
lake road, and roads in the north 
end of town, unfortunately, never 
had a real base, but were built on 
the original Maryland clay. He 
added that there is no question 
that the roads need a major re¬ 
building, a job for which to date 
PHA has not appropriated funds. 


Rescue Squad To 
Canvass For Funds 

Greenbelt’s Rescue Squad elect¬ 
ed the following officers last week:

Sherman, deputy chief; Milton Lai- 
kin, secretary; and William 
Sweeney, treasurer. 

Three garages in the 2 court of 
Garden way have been given to 
the squad by the town. These have 
been converted into quarters for 
meetings and drill, besides housing 
the ambulance. Herbert Hall 
gave his services in rebuilding the 
garages into useable quarters. 

Members of the 17-man squad 
are making a house-to-house can¬ 
vass for funds to start operation. 
Present plans are to start service 
around April 1, on a part-time 
basis. The squad expects to be on 
call from 5 p. m. to 8 a. m. Dona¬ 
tions can be mailed to the Police 
Station. 

First aid classes will start in 
April, and anyone interested in 
joining the Rescue Squad may en¬ 
roll for these classes. John Belton 
will be the instructor.
